EXAMINER' S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .3 12.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Kenneth Emanuelson on March 1 1, 2004. The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 17, line 2, after "chassis", insert "having at least one pinhole and at least one pin mounting 
clip feature projecting outwardly from the chassis". 

Claims 10, 11, 13-18, 20-25 and 27-29 are allowed. Independent claims 10, 18 and 24 
now include the allowable subject matter recited in claims 12, 19 and 26, respectively. Claims 
12, 19 and 26 have, therefore, been cancelled accordingly. Method Claim 17, amended by 
Examiners amendment on March 11, 2004, recites subject matter corresponding to the 
independent apparatus claims. 

Reason for Allowance 

The reasons for allowance were provided in the previous Official Action. These features, 
in combination with the rest of the elements or steps, are not taught or suggested by the prior art 
references. Claims 1 1 and 13-16 depend, either directly or indirectly, from claim 10; and Claims 
20-23 depend, either directly or indirectly, from claim 18. The dependent are therefore 
allowable for at least the reasons provided above.
